The exhausting labors of 
the study, too, demand that repose which a well 
ordered and happy home alone can furnish. That

apostles practised. And such was the under- 
standing of Tertullian, the oldest of the Latin fa. 
thers, when he said. “There is no difference be- 
tween them whom John dipped in Jordan, and 
those whom Peter dipped in the Tiber.” De 
Baptismo, cap, 4. 

But, finally, we are taught by the Saviour him- 
self, in the most satisfactory manner, that John 
received that baptism which he taught from 
ubove, and administered it by divine appointment. 
When some of the proud and disdainful priests, 
scribes and elders of the Jews who rejected the 
ministry both of John and of Christ, asked the Sa. 
viour, by what authority doest thou these things 7 
and who gave thee this authority? Jesus said to 
them, | will ask you one question, ©The bu pifsm 
of John, was it from heaven or of men 7” 

Now for an instance of prevarication by these 
Jewish professors. ‘They saw and felt the per- 
plexing dilemma into which the Son of God had 
brought them. 

They withdrew a little from the Saviour and 
consulted among themselves, saying, what shail 
we do? 

“If we shall say from heaven, he willsay,why 
then did ye not believe him 7” Why did you not 
receive his doctrine, obey his commands, repent 
of sin, believe his preaching and repeated testi- 
mony of me, and come like other penitent Jews, 


| and be baptized ofhim? Bu: if we say John’s 


baptism is of men, and has no divine warrant,we 
fear the consequences. “Al! people will stone 
us” for such open slanderous insinuations ngainst 
the character and reputation of one so confessed- 
lveminent for probity and holiness? for all men 
counted John, and are persuaded that he wasa 
prophet indeed.

Who does not pity these chief priests, scribes 
and elders of the Jews, in that they had not learns 
ed, ai the time, that John’s baptism was borrow. 
Had they lived in mod. 
ern times, and enjoyed the instructions of Mai- 
monides, at Cordova, or of John Lightfoot, at 
Harnsev, they could have returned an answer to 
the Saviour, and saved ihemselves the extreme 
mortification of betraying their secret and wicks 
ed devices. Luke xx. 4-7. Mark xi. 30-32,

thority aforesaid that every such preach- 
er, teacher, or exhorter, shall be sent as a va- 
grant person, by warrant from any assistant or 
justice of the peace, from constable to constable, 
out of the bounds of the colony.” ;

In February, A. D. 1744, fourteen persons 
were arrested at Sayville, in the town of Say- 
brook, for holding a Baptist meeting : the charge 
brought against them was ; ‘‘for holding a meeting 
contrary to law, on God's holy Sabbath day.” 
They were arraigned, tried, fined, and driven on 
fuot, through a deep mud, to New London jail, a 
distance of 25 miles, where they were thrust in- 
to prison, without food, fire, or beds, and kept in 
dreadful sufferings for several weeks: and prob. 
ably would have perished had not some Baptist 
brethren, residing at New London, Great Neck, 
carried them provisions. One of the imprisoned 
was an infant, carried in her mother’s arms; 
which infant afterwards became the wife of Mr.

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The Troubles of a Singing Choir. 

Ma. Evrror,—Permit one who knows by ex- 
perience some of the perplexities which attend the 
management of church music to lay some of his 
grievances before you and your readers. The 
case calls loudly for sympathy. 

Singing has been long, considered a part of 
public worship. By some it has doubtless been 
made too conspicuous, and received undue atten. 
tion, while by the majority it has recently been 
to» much, far too much undervalued. Where it 
has not been entirely neglected, the singing and 
the individuals engaged in it, have been treated 
with such disrespect, that few of that class who 
have time and money at their command to pre. 
pare themselves for conducting this service, are 
found willing to engage in it, from the fact that 
it has become common to associate with the name 
of “singer,” the idea of low “‘caste” in society. It 
is only necessary with some to be told that a per. 
son is ‘one of the singers,” to exclude him from 
their society, and this is not confined to the peo- 
ple of the world, even Christians, members of our 
churches, are found indulging in this prejudice— 
not willing to engage in this part of worship— 
which they profess to deem important—them- 
selves, or to allow their friends to engage in it, | 
lest it should lessen their standing in society— 
they must surely be thought less respectable in 
the eye oi the public! And if this ie really so; if 
singing praise to God is so mean and degrading a 
service, ought it not to be put a stopto iu the 
house of God? Ought it to be continued, es- 
pecially -under the name and sanction of worship. 
ping God? No! Such sacrifice and such wor- 
ship, must be abomination in the sight of God. 

It is amusing, and sometimes not a little trying 
to one’s feelings, to listen to the various remarks 
and comments offered, while retiring from meet- 
ing on the church music. 

You will hear Mr, A saying: “What misera. 
ble singing we have had to-day.” I wish we 
could turn all our: old singers out of the seats, | 
and get a vew set, for our music is really too 
bad,” = 

B comes along and exclaims: “Fine music to- 
day. Who was that new singer? quite an im- 
provement. I think our music on the whole, is 
as good as | hear anywhere.” 

C wishes we could have more variety, “not be 


' very much improved since he took charge, though

D thinks we have too many new 
tunes, they are not haifeo good as the old fash- 
ioned tunes that they used to have when he was 
young, such as Mear, St. Martin’s, Wells, Dun- 
dee and the like.” 

E inquires why a “minor” is never sung. Mi- 
nor tunes are much the most devotional, and he 
wonders we don’t have more of them. 

F exclaims, “Oh, horrid! what did you sing 
that doleful, sleepy tune for? It was enough to 
put one in pain to listen to it; I like lively,cheer- 
ful music in church.” 

G thinks the music “quite too loud and noisy ; 
he should think the organist and all hands tried to 
see who could make the most noise.” 

H thinks the music “very tame”—altogether 
too slow ; not half spirit and animation enough.” 

I thinks, “if they wouldn’t hurry quite so much 
and jumble the words and miisic.all up together, 
it would be much better. i 

J thinks, ‘We have quite too many singers — 
half a dozen good voices would be worth more 
than all the host you now have: and where there 
are but few, you can give much better expression 
to words.” 

K inquires ‘why we don’t get some more sing- 
ers, we have not got half enough ; no proper ef- 
fect can be given to church music without a large 
choir; the morethe better, producing grander 
and more sublime effeets. Where there are but 
few voices it is all straining and hallooing when 
there comes a loud passage.” 

L “wishes the singers would pronounce their 
words better ; he cannot understand a single word 
without a book to look over.” 

M don’tlike to see all the females ‘stuck down 
in front.” It looks as though they wanted to be 
seen,” 

N would “like to know who that young wo- 
man is that makes up such horrid faces, and toss- 
es her head about so when she sinus.”” And 

O would inquire “who that young man is who 
sits next to Mr. A., that scow/s so badly it is pain- 
ful to look at him.” 

P thinks Miss B.’s bonnet looks ridiculously, 
and if he was one of the choir, he would move to 
have her placed back out of sight. 

Q don’t like the chorister, his voice is bad, and 
his “taste” is miserable; he is sure to sing loud 
when it should be soft, and soft when it should be 
loud; and then his selection of tunes scems to 
have no regard to the sentiment of the hymns, 
&ec. 

R thinks **Mr. C., the chorister, has a very 
fine voice, much better than Mr. D. who former. 
ly led the choir, and he thinks the singing has

U inquires “why we don’t invite Mr. F. to’ 
join the choir; he is a fine singer, and he ought 
to be invited into the seats,” (though the choir 
perchance may think differently. ) | 

V_ ‘don’t like the organist: he isa great bung-' 
ler; not fit to play a hand organ ;” (and although 
he himselfis not willing to pay a dollar towards 
the support of the music,) he expresses surprise 
that we don’t “ship him and obtain a better one.” 

W wonders we don’t “sing an anthem nowand 
then; it elevates the feelings, awakes a devo- 
tional spirit, and gives life and interest to the, 
meeting.” 

X complains of the “practice of singing an. 
thems and select pieces on the Sabbath; it diverts. 
the mind from serious things, and always looks to 
him like an attempt to “show off.” 

Y wishes we would “omit the interludes be. 
tween the verses, itis altogether useless, and oc- 
cupies time without any profit.” 

Z thinks “it would be well to ‘play the people 
outof church.” It is the practice in many pla- 
ces, and the effect he thinks is good.” 

AND understands “there is some difficulty 
among the members of the choir. He considers 
singers (which is too true we admit,) the most un- 
eusy quarrelsome set in the world,and he is thank- 
Sul that ux is not a singer.” 

And so we might goon, up and down the al. 
phabet with such kind of speeches and complaints 
and we have often been reminded, while listen- 
ing to them, of the fable of “the old man and the 
ass,’’ and he who should attempt to please all, 
will be likely to meet with just about the same 
fate. And now if these things are so, and no one 
dare say they are not—is it strange that persons 
under such circumstances, are unwilling to unite, 
or to long remain with a choir, while they are 
thus set up asa mark for the whole congregation ? 
These things ought not so to be. 

The writer has been a member of a choir for 
many years, which has satisfied him that to be a 
“singer” is the most thankless business that one 
can engage in; anda sense of duty alone has in- 
duced him to remain in his place, And notwith- 
standing this, and singers are willing to go and 
do according to the best of their ability, and some 
congregations, we will not say all, seem to think 
that it is a privilege granted to be allowed a seat 
ia the choir! so much so, that beside the time 
and trouble every member of a choir is subjected 
to, they should find their own books, and raise 
money to pay organists, singers, &c. But is it 
so? I write ‘‘as to wise men, judge ye.” 


FAMILY PRAYER {N THE MORNING BY 
MEN OF BUSINESS. 

In this busy and bustling age, no worder if 
secular duties are aliowed to crowd out those of a 
higher order. Indeed, I am mysclf acquainted 
with some, ‘who profess to call themselves 
Christians,—men of business—who seldom or 
never attend morning devotion with their fami. 
lies. They think that they have a sufficient ex. 


to say, that light broke in upon my discousvlate 


' shillings, than to become the deliberate murderer 


euse in the supposition that their business would 


materially suffer by the delay ; as if were there 
a will, the family could not be brought together 
sufficiently early to remgve this fancied objec- 
tion. What means the reluctance which so 
many Christians appear to manifest to take God 
at his word? “Seek first the kingdom of God 
and his righteousness, and all other things shall 
be added unto you.” 

The following deeply interesting illustration of 
the blessedness of family prayer, before entering 
upon business, will, I hope, be read by many | 
with profit. May the Lord add his blessing. 

‘Said a pious tradesman (in England) to a 
clergyman,—‘ When Lfirst began business for 
myself, | was determined, through grace, to be 
particularly conscientious with respect to family 
prayer. 

‘Accordingly, I persevered for many years 
in the delightful practice of domestic worship.— 
Morning and evening every member of my fam. 
ly was ordered always to be present ; nor would 
I allow my apprentices to be absent on any ac- 
count. Ina few years the advantages of these 
engagements appeared manifestly conspicuous ; 
the blessings of the upper and the nether springs 
followed me; health and happiness attended my 
family, and prosperity my business. At length 
such was my rapid increase in trade, and the ne- 
cessity of devoting every possible moment to my 
customers, that | began to think whether family 
prayer did not occupy too much of our time in 
the morning. 

‘ Pious scruples arose respecting my intentions 
of relinquishing this part of my duty ; but, at 
length, worldly interests prevailed so far, as to 
induce me to excuse the attendance of my appren- 
tices, and not long after, it was deemed advisa- 
ble, for the more eager prosecution of our busi- 
ness, to make the prayer with my wife, when 
we arose in the morning, suffice for the day.— 
Notwithstanding the repeated checks of con- 
science that followed this base omission, the calls 
of a flourishing concern, and the prospect of an 
increasing family, appeared so imperious and 
commanding, that I found an easy excuse for 
this fatal evil, especially as I did not omit prayer 
altogether. My conscience was now almost) 
seared with a hot iron; when it pleased the Lord 
to awaken me by a singular providence. 

‘One day | received a letter from a young 
man who had formerly been my apprentice, pre- 
viously to my omitting family prayer. Not 
doubting but [ continued domestic worship, his 
letter was chiefily on this subject; it was couch- 
ed in the most affectionate and respectful terms ; 
but judge of my surprise and confusion, when | 
read these words: ‘O my dear master, never, 
never shall | be able sufficiently to thank you 
for the precious privilege with which you indul- 
ged me in your family devotions. QO, sir, eter- 
nity will be too short to praise my God for what 
I learnt there. It was there I first beheld my 
lost and wretched state as a sinner, it was there 
that I first knew the way of salvation, and there 
that I first experienced the preciousness of ‘Christ 
in me the hope of glory.’ QO, sir! permit me to 
say, never, never neglect these precious engnge- 
ments ; you have yet a family and more appren- 
tices; may your house be the birth-place of 
their souls!” [could read no further; every 
line flashed condemnation in my face. | trem. 
bled—I shuddered—I was alarmed at the blood 
of my children and apprentices, that I apprehend. 
ed was soon to be demanded at my soul murder. 
ing hands! 

‘Filled with confusion, and bathed in tears, I 
fled for refuge in secret. I spread the letter be. 
fore God. I agonized, and — but you can better 
conceive, than | describe my feelings; suffice it 
soul, a sense of blood bought pardon was obtain. 
ed, &e. Limmediatly flewto my family, pre-' 
sented them before the Lord, and from that day 
to the present, | have been faithful, and am de- 
termined, through grace, that whenever business 
becomes too large to interfere with family pray. 
er, I will give up the superfluous part of my busi. 
ness and retain my devolion; better to lose a feW 


of my family, and the instrument of ruin to my 
soul.’ 

My dear Mr. Editor, we are commencing a 
new year, and if the account which this penitent 
delinquent furnishes shall bring similar truants 
buck to their solemn and responsible duty in the 
morning, who can calculate the good which such 
a movement might effect upon the hearts of pa- 
rents, children, apprentices and their associates. 
What father, what master that omits the duty 
habitually, can expect the divine blessing on his 
household! What an item in the list of ministe- 
rial comforts, would it be for a m‘nister to know 
that all the heads of families in his parish, every 
morning, remembered him—his sins and frailties 
—befure God. What a fruitful source of sup- 
port and comfort it would be to him in his paro- 
chial labors! So far as my experience goes, | 
have usually found, on approaching a household 
who perform, or rather offer both the morning 
and evening sacrifice, that ‘thoughts of Christ 
and things divine,’ come without bidding ;— 
whereas when drawing near to one where these 
are altogether omitted, the compliments of the 
day, or some other trivial acts of courtesy and 
kill-time are all that seem to occur to the mind. 
Would that while men become ‘ diligent in busi- 
ness,’ they would not forget to be ‘fervent in 
spirit, serving the Lord.’—Christian Witness.
